Despatches from Tokio publislied from 
time to timo are decidedly cheerful on 
Ibis point, but it fiooms to bo a fact that 
Ibc linaiicial (lueslion is the one relating 
to the war which causes the Japanese 
authorities tho greatest anxiety. There 
is no apprelieusion, however, of a money 
crisis iu the near future. 



AVinnipeg, Nov. IL—TIk; Anglican 
synod has reached a deadlock in at- 
tempting to elect an archbishop of Ru- 
pei-t's Land and metropolitan. Yester- 
day tho se.s.sion heard Bishop il'inkham's 
address and then went into an exhaust- 
ing discussion on tho proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution that the house 
of bishops elect the metropolitan and tho 
diocese elect the bishop, moved by 
Jiidgo Watmore, and was lost. .Several 
messages were received from the houtio 
of bislioiis urging baste, but had no ef- 
fect. One parly desired the house of 
bislio])s to iiistilule tlic business, and 
llie discussion on Ibis kept up till late 
at niglil and nolhin.g was accomplished.

Saturday, 
a week ago,- he gave a. $22,000 draft for 
the purchase 'money, saying that the 
money for the same sliould arrive in a 
few days.

;;ovcrnnieiit liiis fnken what may be dos- 
j^'iiateil, without being too colloquial, as 
"a mean adviuitage" of their political 
opponents. This Is voi-y appiirent frnni 
llio manifesto issued by Mr. Flynn, the 
leader of the Opposition, subsequent to 
tlie lioldinn of llio Conservative conven- 
tion, at wiiicJi llio doeisiou was arrived 
at. 

Mr. Flynn points out that in the re-

The (lovorntueiit 
had a lar;.,'o miijority, .■mil the coiilidencu 
of t'Uo people and of His Honor tlie 
Lieutenaut-Govcriior, that is, so far as 
any indications wont tipon which to 
found judgment as to the nature of the 
situation. 

. .The action of the Government meant 
that it wi.slied to go totlie country umlur 
tho -wing of, and l>o identified with, the 
XiBurier Goveriimont, and without s\if- 
Scicnt time for the people to review tlie 
conduct of the administration. That ac- 
tion is properly described as an exiu-cise 
of the royal prerogative, which is not 
justified by any constitutional reason or 
liy tinythiiig in the public interest; but 
taken in the interest of party alone.

New York, Nov. 11. — ^The stock market 
had Its vicissitudes today, ami there was 
seme feeling of the pulse' and study of 
tiyinptoms from time to time on the p.irt 
ot the professional element, lint the sus- 
taining and uplifting power of the de- 
mand demonstrated Itself beyoiuL question 
in the latter part ot tho day and' the ten- 
denej- of the continued active demand to- 
wards a reversion to standard railroad 
stocks helped to improve the tone.

A Nelson <lespat(-h says: In tho .Tiino 
and 111 M. S. l^igan Uritish CoUinibia 
has a remarkable iiiiuo and a riiiiiark- 
.ible iiiine-owiR'r. Tho hitter .says hi.^ 
pro|)erty, near Nelson, lias not shipped 
a iioiind of ore, has accoiiiplislRHl over 
half a mile of workings in development, 
is not a cent in debt, has sulUeieut 
niouoy in tho ti-easury to meet the ex-' 
liense of a ten-stamp ©ill— aboiit ^20,000 
—has not a share of treasury stock for 
sale and does nSt Tivunt the property 
boomed. 

Tho machinery for the new mill has 
been ordered, and the tailings will bo 
treated by cyanide. There is a force of 
twelvu men at work on the property, 
wlii(di will continue development work 
aintil the mill is up.

At Nanainio consid- 
erable iucoiiveuieiiee to shipping has been 
caused by fog. Latest reports last oven- 
lug from up and down the strait were 
to the effect that the fog was lifting 
somewhat, and would probably disap- 
pear within a few hours. It is a long 
tiiiiu since the fog and haze settled down 
so thickly over this' »art Of the Coast. 
As far south as San Francisco the same 
kind of report comes of hindrance to 
shipping, and there luivo been some 
very narrow escapes from collision and 
riinniiig Uishore all alouff the coast.
